States marshal for the southern district 
of Ohio, of high crimes and misdemean- 
ors, " I charge him with the usurpation 
of power and the violation of the law, in 
that ho appointed a large number of gen- 
eral and HpuuinI deputy marshals to 
serve at the several precincts in Cincin- 
nati, at the election for mem beta of con- 
grew, on the Mtli day of October, 1881, 
and armed six deputy marshal** with 
pistols, said to have been furnished by 
the war department of the United States 
government; in that a large number of 
deputy marshals HO appointed and armed 
were notorious criminals and men known 
to be of vicious and brutal habiU and 
reputation, and tniiny of them non-resi- 
deuto of Cincinnati and the state of 
Ohio; in thitt suid deputy marshals, act- 
ing under hts orders and directions, 
aided and abetted and encouraged the 
fraudulent iutimidatiou of voters itud 
gross outrages upon the elective fran- 
chise and the righto of the hu'neat voters 
of the city in the furtherance of the in- 
terests of a political party and its candi- 
dates; therefore, 


JJteriolved, That the committee of ex- 


penditures ascertain from the department 
of justice the amount which has been 
incurred aud the direction of the same in 
the investigation of these charges and 
report to the committee of the house: 


1. How many deputy marshals, gen- 


eral and special, were appointed and 
authorized by the said United States 
marshal to serve at the several voting 
precincts of the cito, with the name and 
residence and voting precinct to which 
each were assigned. 


2. What citizens, if any, of the sev- 


eral precincts, -asked the appointment of 
such deputy marshals, with the names 
of such citizens, and the reasons, if any, 
of such request. 


3. Whether any, and if BO, 
how 


many, such deputy marshals have, prior 
to such appointment, been accused or 
convicted of crime, or were tlio men 
known to be of vicious, brutal habits 
and reputation. 


4. Whether said deputy marshals 


were nnder the direction aud control of 
partisans and used the powers vested in 
them in the interest of any political 
patrty and aided in a fraudulent vote of 
such political party and its candidate. 


5. What number and what kind of 


pistols or other deadly weapons were put 
into the hands of deputy marshals; who 
furnished the weapons; from whence 
were they received and how many such 
weapons have beeh returned, together 
with the names of such deputy marshals 
who have failed to return the weapons 
furnished them. 


6. What 
amount of money 
wiw 


paid such deputy marshals aud by whose 
order and at what rate per day. 


7. In any other matter or thing con- 


nected with or gerumin to the subject of 
such investigations, the committee shall 
be vested with full power and the ex- 
penses of the investigation ahall be paid 
out of the contingent fund. 


Keifer made a point of order against 


the reception of the resolution lint the 
speaker ovoruled it deciding that, tho 
resolution w»s presented as a matter of 
privilege and tho house could determine 
for itself how (ho investigation should 
be proceeded wil.li and that the commit- 
tee should have charge of it.

When I crossed Stinking creek. Kuox 


county, yesterday, I entered the infected 
district. 
Many cases exists up that 


stream, and the number of deaths has 
already been large. 
In this county, 


Belle, the disease in cutting a wide 
swath, and along House Straight, Pnck- 
ett and Greasy creeks people have died 
by the wholesale. Last evening some 
runners came into Fiueville for medical 
assistance for cases which had just ap- 
peared in various parts of the conuty. 
Mr. vV. M. Bingham, a gentleman of un- 
disputed reliability and the father-in-law 
of Dr. Bnrchfield, the only physician in 
the entire county, is my authority for 
saying that in this county alone over 
200 deaths have occurred aud the cases 
are multiplying rapidly. 


It wim learned that the sickness wan 


regarded as coutngions under certain cir- 
cumstances; in the snme way that typhoid 
fever may be contracted by those who 
spend much time iu the sick room. As 
a rule the houses have but oue or two 
rooms, and in these.the entire family is 
compelled to eat aud sleep. 


One of tho reasons for the great mor- 


tality waa told me to-day. In 1854 a very 
violent form of flux, almost the same ns 
that now raging, vivited the section now 
infected. Then it was entirely unknown 
to the few country doctors in the moun- 
tnius, and the treatment could be, 
of course', little more than experimental. 
About, tho only medicines prescrib- 
ed 
were 
calomel 
and 
quinine, 


and the slaughter was something fright- 
ful. 
Tho people became alarmed at the 


great mortality and, after a time, re- 
fused the aid of the physicians, prefer- 
ring to trust to their own simple reme- 
dies for relief. The prejudice created 
theu has never died out, and to-day 
among the more ignorant class of the 
mountaineers a horror of the doctors ex- 
ists that no reasoning can overcome. 
For some diseases thoy will let them 
proscribe, hut for this thoy will- neither 
suck nor accept medical aid. This ntate- 
mciiL is vouched for and its truth may 
be relied upon.
